MANY FAILURES REPORTED IN 
THE LAST QUARTER. 


Bushless Has Been la An Extremely 
Bad Condition. Bul Unmistakable 
Signs of improvement Are Apparent 
—The Rise In toe Price of Wheat— 
The Failures. 


New York, Oct 3.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Tarde says: 
The complete report of failures for 
the quarter which ended with Wednes­ 
day shows a great increase. In num­ 
ber 6% per cent less than in the panic 
quarter of 1893, failures for the quar­ 
ter show liabilities 11.16 per cent less, 
amounting to $73,285,349, against $97,- 
869,682 in the previous half year. 
Manufacturing liabilities were $32,- 
479,196, or 37 per cent greater than in 
the same quarter of 1893, while trading 
were $28,738,217 and “other commer­ 
cial” were $12,067,236. To this mttst 
be added $11,712,960, liabilities in fifty 
bank 
failures, making exclusive 
of 
railways nearly $85,000,000 for a single 
quarter. Comparisons are given show­ 
ing that in only six quarters in twenty- 
two years have defaulted liabilities 
been as large; that the ratio to solvent 
business has been 
$6.06 per $1,000, 
against $2.34 for the same quarter last 
year; that the average per firm in busi­ 
ness has been $63.57, against $26.92 
last year, that the proportion of in­ 
crease has been greatest in the west­ 
ern states, both in amount and in 
average liabilities per failure, and 
much larger in manufacturing than in 
trading. 
The continued advance in wheat may 
prove of the utmost importance. 
It 
has been 1.12 cents for the week and 
IO cents since Sept. 2, and is mainly 
due to short crops abroad and foreign 
demand. 
Atlantic exports for the 
quarter ending with Septenber, flour- 
included, 
were 
23,195,214 
bushels, 
against 14,320,020 last year; the outgo 
of wheat separated nearly doubled, in 
spite of higher prices. No lack of visi­ 
ble domestic supply causes or supports 
the advance, and western receipts for 
the exact quarter were 57,742,941 bush­ 
els, against 43,790,499 bushels last year. 
Cotton has weakened after its sud­ 
den rise because the demand for goods 
has relapsed into hand to mouth buy­ 
ing and print cloths are lower at 2.56 
cents. Some injury has been done by 
recent storms, but the market seems 
not now in the humor 
to 
magnify 
them. 
There are unmistakably encouraging 
signs in the great industries, although 
the actual gain in working force em­ 
ployed or in new orders received is 
slight. But the strong demand for ma­ 
terials, for pig iron, hides and wool, 
as for cotton, does not diminish, an’d 
has already gone far enough to stiffen 
prices. 
Buying of Bessemer pig again lifts 
Pittsburg quotations to $11.75, without 
any general gain in the demand for 
finished products, and steel bars for 
the first time are sold at I cent, against 
1.2 cents asked by the association for 
iron bars. Plates and rails are in less 
demand, but there is heavy buying of 
sheets at the west. Confidence that re­ 
v iv in g business must bring a greater 
demand than all the works can meet 
induces the various 
associations 
to 
make no change in their prices. The 
minor metals are not strong—lake cop­ 
per at 10% cents, tin at 12.90 cents, 
and lead about 2.8 cents. 
Merchants and manufacturers are 
waiting, but 
th<ire are not wanting 
signs that many have the confidence 
to invest and push forward, as though 
the dawn of prosperity were close at 
hand.

mentioned, forming a belt across the 
state from southwest to northeast, will 
aggregate hundreds of

Boy Bryan insists that it is not nee* 
essary to discuss the tariff question in 
this campaign. 
No more potent argument showing 
why Bryan and his Popocratic friends 
seek to eliminate the tariff from the 
campaign could be presented than a 
thorough comparison between the con­ 
dition of labor and employment in 1892 
and in 1896, these dates being respec­ 
tively two years after the enactment 
of the McKinley and the Gorman-Wil- 
son tariffs. 
The 
American 
Protective Tari.J j 
League has compared such a compa..- 
son after a complete investigation. .. 
is based on the number of employes en­ 
gaged in various lines of trade and in­ 
dustry, and the amount paid in wages 
four years ago and at the present time. 


D am aging Contrast. 
The difference shown is stupendous, 
and there are those who believe that 
it has to do with the widespread desire 
for tariff literature, even in these rabid 
silver days, and the determination of 
employers and employes alike in many 
states to keep the tariff prominent as 
an issue. 
Michael H. De Young of California, 
for instance, said yesterday that Cali­ 
fornia favored both protection and free 
silver, but that as between the two is­ 
sues the tariff would predominate and 
carry the state for McKinley. 
The reasons why may be shown be­ 
low. 
Replies from 550 employers in 36 
states show that in July, 1892, they 
gave employment to 114,231 persons, 
while in July of this year the number 
of employes had become reduced to 
78,700. The amount of wages paid, in 
July, 1892, to the 114,231 hands aggre­ 
gated $3,927,900. But the pay rolls for 
last July, after two years of the Demo­ 
cratic free trade tariff, aggregated only 
$2,469,712. 
The monthly average rate of wages 
has declined from $34.50 to 31 among 
hose who are at work. The number of 
idle hands, in about 550 establishments, 
was 35,531. The monthly loss of earn­ 
ings to the wage earners was $1,457,- 
488. The decrease in employment has 
exceeded 30 per cent. 
The decrease 
in wages earned has been 40 per cent. 
Immmu Lon Shown. 
That is to say, in only 550 establish­ 
ments, representing various trades and 
industries, there has been a reduction 
of nearly $1,500,000 a month in wages 
paid to employes. 
Of all the industries represented, 
only two show an increase in employ­ 
ment, and in wages—the manufactur­ 
ers of bicycles and bicycle supplies and 
the manufacture of certain patent no­ 
velties, both of which are governed by 
an abnormal rather than a normal de­ 
mand. 
On the other hand, the two indus­ 
tries which show the greatest falling 
off, both in the employment of Ameri­ 
can labor and the individual wages 
paid, are the wool producing and wool­ 
en trade and the handling and manu­ 
facture of timber and lumber. 
Wool and woolens, timber and lum­ 
ber were placed on the free list by the 
Gorman-Wilson tariff. 


Shut-Down* Frequent. 
Many furniture manufacturers, iron 
and steel men, woolen mill owners and 
others report a complete shut-down of 
their establishment, while many oth­ 
ers show a wholesale reduction in the 
number of hands employed, with still 
further reductions in the number of 
hours of employment and in the scale 
of wages. 
One of the most interesting compari­ 
sons is provided by the Baxter stove 
manufacturing concern in Major Mc­ 
Kinley’s own state. In 1892 that firm 
employed 129 hands; this year 101; but 
their monthly pay roll shows a de­ 
crease of $2,754.85 in loss of wages to 
their employes. No reduction has been 
made in the rate of wages in this in­ 
stance, the loss being due to fewer 
hours of work a day and less days of 
employment. 
But Boy Bryan declares that the tar­ 
iff is not a live issue! 
In this connection it is well to know 
that nearly 5,000,000 tariff documents 
already have been sent out in this 
campaign from this city alone in re­ 
sponse to demands for them.—New 
York Press.
